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Schoo! Report. 


In accordance with the existing school law, the following 
report is given :— 


The Board feel that the work done in the school year just 
closed has been good ; that so far as the teachers and scholars 
-are concerned, the interest and work has been better than before. 


The attendance has been very good until the winter term. 
-On account of the exceeding cold weather and sickness, many 
have had to stay at home for weeks at a time. This made it 
very annoying for both teacher and scholars. 


The scholars at Davistown seem to have taken a greater 
interest in their work since entering the new school house. 
-The teacher and scholars are doing very good work. 


School at Upper Street was broken up in the fall term. 
when the teacher was taken sick and had to give up the school. 
At that time it was nearly impossible to get a teacher. 


The present teacher has done very good work under the 
existing circumstances. 


The first half of the term was broken up by the parents 
refusing to send their children; the last half by sickness and 


the extremely cold weather. = * 


The school house is really unfit for school purposes, and 
we would advise some action being taken to repair it thoroughly. 
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One thing worthy of particular attention is the interest and 
work Miss Clough puts in reading with her grades. 


We, as the Board, would say: “Be more thorough in read- 
ing, writing, spelling and arithmetic; and let Latin, Algebra 
and such studies go till later.” 


The Board thinks it would be beneficial if the two Grammar 
schools could be divided. Of course, this would necessitate 
two more teachers; but it would mean one-half or three-fourths 
of an hour for recitations, where now they can have only ten 
or fifteen minutes at the most. Surely you can see the benefit 
derived from such a change. 


If possible, it would be well to hire the present teachers 
for the coming year, for they are doing good work. 


The visiting committee wishes to state this fact :— 


By visiting the school twice in the term she can say: 
“The teachers are working hard to please and help the scholars, 
while the parents and scholars are quite indifferent as to attend- 
ing school and to their work at school. ” 


Books, paper, pencils, pens and ink are all furnished for 
the scholars; good school houses to go to, with the exception 
of one. These things should be incentives to make the scholars 
want to go and the parents to want them to go. 


One man made me this reply when I asked about his child 
going to school: “ If she gets up in time she goes; if not, she 
stays at home.” Doesn’t this one instance go to show that 
parents interest in the school ? 

Again, a boy was made to read, one day, when he didn’t want 
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to; his mother immediately took him out of school, and told 
the teacher she shouldn’t send her boy to school if he was 
going to be punished. 


Just so long as parents take this stand, just so long we 
shall have poor schools, even with the best of teachers. 


In closing, let us urge you, as parents, to take more interest 
in these schools. Visit them once in a term, and keep in touch 
with the teacher and the work being done at school by your 
children. Above all, see that nothing but sickness keeps your 
children from school, even a day. 


We, as a Board, wish to say that we have tried to do our 
best for the good of the school, and of all interested in the 
schools. 


We hope that parents, school board, teachers and scholars 


may work more harmoniously in the coming year for the 
advancement of the schools.
